REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS. 

Fellow  Citizens  : 

The  eleven  schools  in  town  opened  in  the  spring 
of  1901,  with  about  one  hundred  and  eighty  pu- 
pils registered.  The  various  districts  ranged  from 
eight  to  thirty-six  in  number.  Two  pupils  from  South 
Fairlee  attended  school  at  North  Thetford,  and  in  the 
Judd  district,  six  came  from  Strafford. 

The  thirty-three  terms  of  school  have  been  taught  by 
nineteen  teachers,  ladies  were  employed,  with  the 
exception  of  six  terms.  Right  here  I  want  to  emphasize 
the  importance  of  hiring  teachers  for  the  year,  when  he 
or  she  is  known  to  be  a  good  one.  For  teachers  to  get 
the  best  work  from  pnpils,  they  must  know  to  some 
extent,  the  capabilities  of  the  children,  and  the 
thoroughness  of  their  previous  work.  Where  teachers 
are  changed  each  term  much  time  is  necessarily  lost  in 
finding  out  just  where  the  pupils  are  as  to  their  studies. 
Where  a  teacher  is  hired  for  a  series  of  terms  there  is 
practically  no  loss  of  time,  for  teacher  and  pupils  know 
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what  to  expect,  and  at  the  opening  of  each  term,  the 
thread  is  picked  up  just  where  it  was  dropped  at  the 
close  of  the  preceding  term. 

The  examination  required,  in  order  to  gain  entrance 
to  the  Academy,  was  given  in  June.  Twenty-four  took 
this  examination,  representing  five  districts,  only  five 
passed  the  examination  satisfactorily,  and  four  of  these 
five  had  partial  certificates  from  previous  examinations. 

The  schools,  on  the  whole,  have  been  very  good 
throughout  the  year,  in  one  or  two  cases,  government 
was  lacking,  but  this  was  remedied  in  due  time. 

Nearly  every  teacher  employed  has  been  a  graduate 
from  an  Academy  or  Normal  school,  in  one  case  a 
College  graduate  was  employed. 

In  closing,  I  would  urge  parents  to  visit  the  schools 
oftener  for  it  gives  encouragement  to  both  teacher  and 
pupils.  Such  visits  might  many  times  save  unpleasant 
duties  on  the  part  of  our  School  Directors.  Parents 
must  remember  that  a  teacher  has  a  good  many  disposi- 
tions to  handle,  and  that  a  lack  of  sympathy  on  the 
part  of  parents,  may  make  a  vast  difference  in  the  suc- 
cess of  her  undertaking.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
SCHOOLS. 


Rev.  Guy  Lawton,  having  resigned  his  office  as 
Superintendent  of  schools  in  November,  the  following 
report  of  our  schools,  written  by  the  present  Superin- 
tendent, can  cover  only  the  winter  term. 

There  have  been  eleven  different  schools  in  town 
the  past  year,  the  two  schools  at  Post  Mills  having  been 
combined  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year. 

In  five  of  the  above  mentioned  schools,  there  has 
been  no  change  of  teachers  throughout  the  year,  and  in 
three  other  schools,  the  same  teachers  have  been  em- 
ployed this  winter  that  were  in  the  fall,  thus  leaving 
but  three  schools  with  new  teachers  this  winter.  The 
Directors,  however,  were  fortunate  in  securing  excellent 
teachers  for  these  three  schools,  so  that  just  as  good 
work  has  been  done  here,  as  in  some  of  the  other  schools. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-two  different  pupils  have 
been  registered  in  the  schools  this  winter.  The  attend- 
ance has  not  been  as  good  as  it  ought  to  have  been, 
in  fact,  I  find  one  of  the  most  serious  drawbacks  to  the 
advancement  of  our  schools  to  be  tardiness  and  irregu- 
larity of  attendance. 

In  two  or  three  instances,  I  found  a  lack  of  govern- 
ment on  the  part  of  the  teachers,  or  perhaps  it  might 
better  be  called  a  carelessness  on  their  part  in  maintain- 
ing order.  I  call  it  carelessness  because  I  believe  the 
teacher  in  every  case  was  capable  of  maintaining  order, 
had  she  exerted  herself  to  that  extent.  I  speak  of  this 
because  I  believe  that  no  teacher  can  accomplish  best 
results  from  her  work  where  pupils  are  allowed  too 
many  liberties.  Pupils  need  to  be  trained  to  a  ready 
and  cheerful  obedience  to  the  regulations  of  the  school, 
just  as  much  as  they  need  to  be  taught  school  text  book 
facts,  for  "Habits  measure  the  value  of  a  life." 

In  comparing  the  schools  of  this  town  in  regard  to 
deportment  and  scholarly  habits,  I  find  that  these  three 
take  the  lead:  North  Thetford,  Post  Mills  and  Thetford 
Centre. 
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So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  learn,  the  schools  in 
town  have  met  with  the  approval  of  the  patrons  of  the 
schools,  with  but  few  exceptions,  and  I  might  add,  that 
those  exceptions  were  in  the  districts  where  that  mon- 
ster— dissatisfaction  with  teachers — has  long  held 
sway,  and  where  no  teacher,  were  she  a  saint,  could 
meet  with  success  under  such  an  existing  state  of  things. 

New  books  needed  in  the  schools  are  Geographies 
and  Drawing-books.
